TWO TO THREE PERSONS KILLED AT 
PORT-AU-PRINCE EVERY DAY. 


The Czar Rejects a Formal Proposal for a 
French Alliance—The Persecuted Jews 
of Russia—Earthquake in Italy—An In- 
dian Rebel Hanged—The Late Sir John 
Macdonald—Foreign News. 


New Ton, June 8.—The steamer Orange 
Nassau at this port to-day, from Port-au- 
Prince, brings the first definite news of the 
late insurrection in Hayti. Theuprising was 
of a serious character and for 
a time threatened important con- 
sequences, but the Government 
repressed the rebellion by prompt and stern 
measures. Insurrectionists stormed the 
prison at Port-au-Prince and a number of 
prisoners were released, when the military 
appeared on the scene and captured 
the whole party. Mr. Frederick Doug- 
lass, the United States Minister to 
Hayti, was expected to sail by this steamer, 
but owing to the excitement at Port-au- 
Prince he decided to postpone his departure 
until mext month. Mr. N. B. Walker, a well- 
known resident of Port-au-Prince, is a 
passenger by the Orange Nassau. He 
states that there is considerable excitement 
in that city. Martial law has been declared. 
Some sixty persons had been shot on May 28, 
as was cabled to Paris. Hippolyte has every- 
thing in his own hands, and the killing goes 
on at the rate of two to three persons per 
day. |

RABBIS ORDER A DAY OF FASTING AND PRAYER— |

London, June &.—The rabbisof the prin. 
cipal cities of Russia have ordered a day of 
fasting, prayer and intercession against per- 
secution. Renewed rumors are current that 
the Jewish merchants of St. Petersburg in- 
tend to qujt the city. Among those men- 
tioned as a t to leave are Poljakof, the 
railway king, and Vudseki, the sugar refiner. 

A GREAT SUMMER FETE. 

BERLIx, June 8.—The principal artists, 
singers and actors of this city have promisea 
to take partin agreat summer fete for the 
benefit of the Russian Jews. The fete will in- 
clade a Tombola,to which renowned authors, 
painters and sculptors will contribute. 

THE FRENCH EXHIBITION AT MOSCOW. 

The French exhibition at Moscow has been 
chiefiy owned for sometime past by a Ger- 
manJew named Grunwald, who bought up 
the tickets for 800,000 francs. The circum- 
stance creates some amusement in Berlin, 
owing tothe well-known antipathy of the 
Russian to the Jewsand the French to the 
Germans. The Kussian Government is not 
giving the exhibition the encouragement that 
was anticipated on account of the alleged 
Jewish interest in the enterprise. 


TEREROEB-STRICKEN ITALIANS. 


GREAT DANGER IN THE CITIES VISITED BY THE 
EARTHQUAKES TESTERDAY. 

Rome, June 6. —-Advices from Badia, Cala- 
vena and Tre , three of the towns in 
Northern Italy that were visited by the earth- 
quakes yesterday, show that the inhabitants 
are terror-stricken and that they have taken 
to the fields for safety. The authorities have, 
as far as possible, sought to alleviate the 
distress among the people and have fur- 
nished a large number of tents to shelter 
these who have fied from their homes. 
The eswbterranean rumblings continue 
and occasionally slighter shocks than 
these of yesterday are felt. The 
people are in dread of momentarily seeing 
the earth open and swallow them. The 
damage done is much greater than was indi- 
cated in the first reports. The towns were 

Gestroyed by the severity of the 
shocks. A commission appointed by the au- 
thorities to examine the houses which were 
not thrown down dy the undulations of the 
earth have made a hasty investigation, and 
they report that at least three-quarters of 
the houses are in such a condition that pub- 
lic safety demands that they be pulled down 
entirely.

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HE PLEADED GUILTY. 


George A. Kruse Gets a Twenty-Yoar 

Sentence for Killing Henry Dozier. 
George A. Cruse, a young negro not over 18 
years of age, pleaded guilty by consent to 
murder in the second degree in the Criminal 
Court to-day and was sentenced to twenty

Twenty-first and Twenty-second streets, 
Feb. 16, 1690. At the time of the kill.

This angered them and they determined 
to punish Doster for interfering with 
thejr arrangement to rob the grocer’s 
wagon. The shooting was done ata time 
when there was a number of people on the 
street. Green and Tandy were arrested as 
accessories, but neither were indicted. 
A bill was returned against Oruse 
charging him with murder in the first degree. 
On account of his youth Circuit Attorney 
Clover permitted him to plead guilty to mur- 
der in the second degree, He will be taken to 
the penitentiary to begin his long term to- 
morrow. 
Tandy is now in the Moberly jail awaiting 
trial on a charge of burglary and larcény. 


Got a Warm Reception.

A MINE CAVE-IN,
